On Town Department Books 


Expenditures Show Comfortable Margin 
At End Of Third Quarter Of Year 


Comfortable balances remain in 
the coffers of the various town de- 
partments, out of the sums alloted 
to them at last March’s ‘town meet- 
ing, according to a survey of the 
books of Town Accountant Mary 
Collins. Whatever balance remains, 
as we understand it, has to last 
till the end of the calendar year. 
During each of the two months 
from January 1 until next year’s 
appropriations are made at the an- 
nual town meeting, each depart- 
ment is permitted to spend one- 
twelfth of the sums alloted to it 
in 1940.

The figures given below repre- 
sent cash spent to the end of Oc- 
tober. The sums mentioned are 
not those in the town warrant, but 
money actually available, due to 
interest, balances from 1939 or 
transfers. Some of them, of course, 
are self-evident; the money for ‘the 
bathing beach at Pomp’s Pond is 
nearly completely spent, while the 
Armistice Day appropriation, at the 
end of October, had not as yet been 
touched. Such figures are given 
only for the sake of completeness. 
Percentage figures for the year 
1931 are provided for comparison.

Christmas Seals To Go 
On Sale Here Monday 


On Monday, November 24th, more 
than five million Christmas seals 
will be delivered to residents of 
Essex County Health Association. 

The theme of this year’s seal is 
a lighthouse. Lighthouses symbol- 
ize protection. They dot the shores 
of the United States just as the 
tuberculosis associations dot the 
cities and towns, warning and 
guiding the people against ‘treacher- 
ous currents and the shoals of in- 
difference to a serious health prob- 
lem. 

The oldest lighthouse in the 
United States is believed to be the 
Boston light on Little Brewser 
Island near the main entrance to 
Boston harbor. The original thir- 
teen colonies, largely dependent as 
they were on water traffic, gave 
early attention to lighthouses, even 
before Congress was established. 
Bssex County may boast many fine 
structures along its coastline. 

The broad theme of lighthouses 
provided the inspiration for Artist 
Stevan Dohanos who painted this 
year’s Christmas seal. With breadth, 
dignity, and artistic excellence he 
depicted the winter-swept light- 
house scene. Warmth and security 
are suggested in the lights of the 
keeper’s house, his overturned boat 
protected from the weather, and 
the footprints in the snow leading 
to his cozy cottage. Surmounting 
this is the light itself, bold in il- 
lumination, shining outward into 
the night, a certain beacon for 
those who would be guided to se- 
curity. 

And that, in essence, is the mes- 
sage of the Christmas seals—tiny 
beacons lighting the way for the 
unceasing fight on tuberculosis.

A WellsDone Job 


More than passing notice should 
be given to the recently announced 
retirement from the ‘trustees of 
Spring Grove cemetery of Walter 
B. Curtis, the board’s chairman for 
many years. It isn’t just by chance 
that in those years the Spring 
Grove cemetery has become one of 
the most beautiful, well-planned, 
and well-kept cemeteries in New 
England.
